Sub. : Export of meat of Indian goat during 198 1—82—Policy 
regarding, 

F. NoT/28/81-EL—Attention is invited to Exports (Control) 
Amendment Order No. E(C)O f 1977/AM (2J0) dated the 9th 
June, 1981* on the above subjec t, In terms of which ban on export 
of goat meat has been lifted. 

2. It has since been decided to allow export of meat of Indian 
Goat within a limited ceiling released on monthly basis subject 
to a minimum export price of Rs> 16/- per Kg. f.o.b. The ceil¬ 
ing will be placed at the disposal of the Fresh Meat and Live 
Stock Exporters’ Association, Bombay as well as the Gpjarat 
State Export Corporation Ltd,, Ahmedabad. The allocation of 
quota will be by way of endorsement on Shipping Bills/Airway 
Bills. The endorsement will be valid for a maximum period of 
72 hours in view of the perishable nature of the commodity. 
The aforesaid export shall be regulated according to the avail¬ 
ability of the commodities within the domestic mandis, subject 
to the conditions indicated in the following paragraph, 

3. In view of the above, the follow ing entry shall be made on 
page 11, after S.No. 6(b) of Policy Statement of Export Policy, 
April, 1981—March, 1982, as under :

(f) Export will be on outright 
sale basis and no con¬ 
signment export shall bo 
allowed. 
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(li) The allocation of quota 
will be by way of endorse¬ 
ment on Shipping Bills/ 
Airway Bills valid for a 
maximum period of 72 
hours. 

(iii) The ceiling will be placed 
at the disposal of Fresh 
Meat and Live Stock 
Exporters* Association at 
Bombay and the Oqjarat 
State Export Corporation 
Ltd., Ahmeditbad. 

The following guidelines will 
be followed by the agen¬ 
cies regulating the quota. 

(a) The designated agencies 
should ensure that expor¬ 
ters purchase live goat for 
slaughter from the local 
mandis only after the daily 
requirements in the domes¬ 
tic market are met. If the 
total arrival on any parti¬ 
cular day falls short of this 
requirement no purchases 
for export should be made. 

(b) In case the condition at 
(a) above is met, exporters 
will enter the market for 
purchase of goat for slaught¬ 
er at a time aher the 
domestic requirements have 
been purchased. Similarly 
they will use the Slaughter 
House only after slaughter¬ 
ing for domestic consump¬ 
tion has been done. 
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(c) Allocation to individual 
exporters by the Associa¬ 
tion should be made on 
ftrst-comc, first-served basis 
However, provisions of Para 
14 of Export Policy 198 J -82 
will not apply in this case. 

(d) In view of the highly per¬ 
ishable nature of the 
commodity and also since 
monthly ceilings will have to 
be met,the validity of quota 
allocation to individual ex¬ 
porters will be 72 hours 
only. 

(e) The designated Agencies 
will Inform the Ministry 
of Commerce by the 7th 
of the succeeding month the 
figures of exports made dur¬ 
ing the preceding month. 

(jv) The export will be allow¬ 
ed by the customs Autho¬ 
rities directly on the basis 
of quota allocation made 
by Fresh Meat and I ivc 
Stocks Exporters’ As&o- 
ciatio i. In the case of 
the Gujarat State Export 
Corporation Ltd., exports 
will be done on their own 
account.
